Charlies Rose, ope of those rescued, 
had @ blistered face. He told a graphic 
story of his escape.

at us from every direction. There were 
screams and yells such as no one could 
describe, and everybody rushed madly 
oward what they thought were win- 
dows or doors. 

“We did manage somehow to get onto 
the pier on which the crib is built. A 
lot of men jumped into the lake, while 
others of. us huddled together’ at a far 
corner of the pier. It was only a few 
minutes before the building was gore. 
Some of the boards and timber fell into 
the lake and were used as life preservers 
by men who might have drowned other- 
wige. 

Counted Desen in Water. 

“The gituation of those in the water 
was awful. I counted a dozen of them. 
They screamed for help until strength 
to de failed them. Wind whipped the 
waters into a high sea and the crashing 
of the big pieces ef ice together added 
to the danger of their situation. Our 
firat hope of rescue came when we saw

Preferred Drowning to Burning. 

A story of intense suffering while in 
the water was told by Charles Googin. 
His legs were broken and he was suffer- 
ing from exhaustion and exposyre. 

“IT was with about eight ‘others,” said 
Googin,' “when I suddenly saw a mass 
of flame envélop the crib. I leaped up 
and took off my shoes, for I was partly 
dressed and seated on the edge of my 
bunk. I preferred drowning to being 
burned to death. 

“I jumped into the lake and after 
swimming around a bit I grasped a large 
cake of ice. My fingers were numb and 
I was half frozen, but desperation left 
me strength and I pulled myself upon 
the ice. It was only then that I felt an 
awful pain in both tegs. In jumping 
from the crib I had struck a beam and 
broken my legs, but the cold water had 
made me insensible to the pain. I laid 
prostrate on the ice and clung to ft as 
best I could. At times the waves dashed 
over it, and at other times it sank under 
my weight, but still I retained conscious- 
ness and my position. The next I knew 
I was being thawed out in the boiler 
room of the tug,’”’ ; 

‘Edward Skinner was standing near the 
powder magazine when the explosion oc- 
curred, but escaped with his Iife, al- 
though he was badly burned.

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State Goes to Grave for Evi- 
dence to Convict Former 
Senator’s Slayers. 


BIG LEGAL BATTLE ON 


Prosecution Will Try to Show 
Victim Was Slain From 
Behind. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 20.—With 
the stage set for the “Cooper murder 
trial,”’ the witnesses present and the 
prospective jurors summoned, it be- 
came known today that the State had 
prepared a surprise for the defense by 
having had the body of Senator Car- 
mack exhumed and an autopsy held. 

Followirg the murder and the excite- 
ment attendant upon the crime, the 
State neglected to order a postmortem. 
It is ®ssential in the trial that the 
direction whence the bullet came be de- 
termined. 

The defense asserts that Carmack 
fired first. The State’s theory is that 
Carmack, with his hat raised to greet 
a woman, was shot from behind, and it 
appears that some time between the 
date of the kiliing-and the present time 
the State, secretly and at night, ex- 
humed the body of the slain editor and 
caused a careful postmortem to be per- 
formed. 

The course of the bullets thus was de- 
termined and the State is said to have 
proof that the bullet which killed Sena- 
tor Carmack entered his neck from be- 
hind. 

This, however, does not entirely dis- 
rrove the theory -of the defense. Even 
the defense does not say that Col. Coop- 
er fired the shot. 

Young Cooper Behind Carmack. 

It takes the stand that Robin Cooper, 
believing his father’s life was in dan- 
ger, fired upon Carmack to protect his 
sire, and it is not contended that young 
Cooper stood elsewhere than behind 
Carmack. : 

The work of completing the new court- 
room for the opening of the trial was 
rushed far into last night. Carpenters, 
electricians ang other workmen labored 
under orders of the officials, and as a 
result the big new temple of justice 
was ready for the opening of court at 
daylight today. 

The Sheriff reported to Judge Hart 
that the summonses for both jurors and 
witnesses had been served and that 
nothing except objections of counsel 
stood in the way of the opening of what 
promises to be the most famous crim- 
inal trial in the history of Tennessee. 

Both sides announced readiness to pro-- 
ceed and Judge Hart ordered the jury 
panel sworn. The courtroom was crowd- 
ed within ten minutes after the doors 
were thrown open. A number of women 
were present and for these Judge Hart 
ordered places made inside the bar. 

Son Fashionably Attired., 

The prisoners were escorted into the 
room after the preliminaries. Col. 
Cvoper and his son entered, arm in arm, 
and=ex-Sheriff Sharpe followed them. 
Sharpe’s wife and father greeted him 
affectionately. 

Mrs. Lucius Burch, daughter of Col. 
Cooper, met her father and brother with 
a cheerful smile, and, seating herself 
between them, conversed animatedly 
with them. 

Yotfhg Cooper was fashionably attired 
and seemed in splendid spirits. His 
father was very quiet and showed the 
effects of confinement. 

The legal talent employed in the case 
‘'s imposing and the attorneys were 
grouped around two long tables. For 
the State were Attorney-General Jeff 
McCarn, G. I. Fitzhugh of Memphis, J. 
B. Garner of Lawrenceburg and Matt 
Whitaker of Winchester. For the de- 
fense were Judge M. M. Anderson, W. 
H. Washington, M. H. Meeks, Judge Ed 
Baxter, N. Burch, James A. Ryan and 
Albert Ewing. 

It has been the erroneous impression 
up to this time that Mrs. Carmack would 
appear to, prosecute the Coopers and 
Sharp.

a. hand in vengeance or otherwise 
against the three men since her hus- 
band was killed on Nov. 9 last. The 
prosecuting witness is Samuel W. Car- 
mack, a brother of the Senator. 

Mrs. Carmack is at her home in Co- 
lumbia, Tenn., at the bedside of her 
mother, Mrs. Dunnington, whose life is 
rapidly ebbing. She is broken-hearted 
and several of her most intimate friends 
say that they believe that if it were 
not for her mother’s desperate illness 
and the natural excitement and anxiety 
attending it, she would have long since 
followed the Senator to the grave.

ARRESTED AT HIS HOME 


The Rev. William Jacques, 64 
Years Qld, Denies Story 
Told by Girl. 


The Rev. Wiillam Jacques for 2 years 
pastor of the Latter Day Saints’ Church 
in Belleville, will be tried-at the next 
term of the Cirouit Court on a charge 
made against him by Selma Daniels, an 
li-year-old child, which resulted in his 
arrest Tuesday on a grand jury capias. 

The congregation of which the Rev. 
Mr. Jacques has been pastor is affili- 
ated with the reorganized or reformed 
branch of the Mormon Church, one of 
the main points of difference being that 
the Latter Day Saints reject the polyga- 
mous teaching of the Mormon Church. 

Jacques is 64 years old. He is well 
known in Belleville and has stood high 
in public estimation. He has had coal 
mining interests and has accumulated 
property. The Latter Day Saints have 
a small church in West Belleville. 
Jacques has conducted services there 
and has performed marriages and con- 
ducted funerals and baptized children 
in the families of the faith scattered 
over Belleville and the sel ame ti 
country. 

He was returning home Pree a wed- 
ding at which be had officiated when 
the offense charged against him in the 
capias is alleged to. have been commit- 
ted, The wedding was in the country. 
He was walking home when, according 
to the story told by Selma Daniels, he 
overtook her. She ig a daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Daniels. “The family 
have attended the Latter Day Saints’ 
Church amd Jacques knew her. He 
epoke to her and they walked along 
the road together: 

She says he attacked her at a point 
where they had to cross the Illinois 
Central Railroad. 

Information of the accusation made 
by the girl against Jacques became pub- 
lic five weeks ago. Jacques turned the 
pastorate over to another and left the 
city, going to Pennsyivania. He re- 
turned two weeks ago and has teen ai 
his home since. 

The parents of the girl laid the case 
before State’s Attorney Tecklenbury. 
who sent the girl before the grand jury 
and the issuance of the caplas followed 
Deputy sheriffs found Jacques at his 
home and took him to the Ceurthouse 
Tuesday afternoon. He Was acconi- 
panied by his wife, who dedlared hur 
belief in his innocence, and by his son- 
in-law, Evan Owens. They signed his 
bond for $1000 and he was released. 

Jacques told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Just after he had been released that he 
had nothing to say. ‘‘I‘ will all come out 
at the trial,”’ he said.

COUNT SHOWS FRAUD 


in One Precinct 987 Ballots 
Were Reported, Only 
337 Were Cast. 


The grand jury will begin Wednesday 
an investigation of the senatorial pri- 
mary vote in the fifth precinct of the 
Fourth Ward and the twelfth precinct of 
the Twentieth Ward. The judges and 
clerks of these two precincts have been 


‘subpenaed to appear before the grand 


jury Wednesday afternoon. 

In the fifth precinct of the Fourth 
Ward the returns show that 279 votes 
were counted for United States ‘Senator, 
while only 169 actual votes were cast, 
according to the poll books. There are 
only 242 registered voters in this pre- 
cinct. The returns en the governorship 


‘show 19 moré votes than. were actually 


cast. 

The judges and clerks of the twelfth 
precinct of the Twentieth Ward made a 
return of 987 votes on the senatorship, 
while the actual vote cast was but 337 
out of a registration of 371. 


Law Lacks Penalty Clause. 

While the lack of a penalty clause in 
the Senatorial primary law, and the in- 
ability of the grand jury to open the 
ballot boxes, will preclude general in- 
vestigation of the senatorial primary 
vote in St. Louis, the grand jury de- 
sires to know how the judges and clerks 


‘in these two precincts returned sq many 


more votes than were really cast. 

The grand jury has already investi- 
gateq the third precinet of the Fourth 
Ward, in which a return of 300 votes 
fer Stone for Senator and none for Folk 
Was made, and about 60 persons have 
been indicted. -It was found in the 
Lieutenant-Governorship recount that 
there were but 25 Democratic ballots 
in the box in this precinct, that 29 of 
these did not vote on the senatorship, 
and that Folk got 16 yotes thet were 
credite@ to Senator Stone. 

Indictments Are Possible, 

Regardless of whether anybody can 
be indicted for frauds in the senatorial! 
primary the grand jury is anxious to 
get as much information as it cah on 
these remarkable results. If it can ds- 
cover evidence of fraud in connection 
with the vote of any other office, in- 
dictments will be réturned. 

The investigation on the part of the 
Circuit Attorney’s office is being con- 
ducted by Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Harry Rosskopf. 

‘There is no penalty clause in the sen- 
atorial primary law,"’ said Circuit At- 
torney Jones to a Post-Dispatch re- 
portér. 

“Therefore an investigation by tho 
grand jury would be fruitless, so far as 
convictions are concerned. On account 
of the constitutional provisions of se- 
crecy thrown around the ballot we can- 
not get into the ballot boxes, 
another handicap in the way of such an 
investigation. We are investigating all 
election frauds where there is a possi- 
bility of convictions, and are doing it as 
theroughly as it can possibly be done 
under the circumstances.”’

Mrs. McAuliffe Granted Demurrer 
> in Neighbors’ War -Against- 


Small Houses. 

Judge Grimm in the Circuit Court 
Wednesday. sustained the demurrer pe- 
tition to enjoin Mrs. Florence D. Mc- 
Auliffe of 4535 Page boulevard from 
erecting two houses at 6960 and 5962 Gar- 
field avenue. 

The action was brought by neighbors 
and property owners who allege? that 
the houses, as planned, would be a vi- 
Olation of the building restrictions con- 
tained in the deed to the lot.

The upper part of 
a house with small windows in or above 
the cornice.”’ 

In sustaining the demurrer to the pe- 
tition Judge Grimm eaid that the peti- 
tion did not make it clear that there 
was a violation of the restrictions and 
that as counsel fer the plaintiffs had 
not cited any authorities as to what 
constitutes a story the Court would de 
cide in favor of Mrs McAuliffe. The 
John McMenamy Reai Estate and Inv.

NO MORE BLACK RULE 


As Southerner, Speaker Por- 
trays Race Problem as Un- 
fathomable Proposition. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Senator Fra- 
zier of Tennessee today spoke on the 
Brownsville affair and oppused the pas- 
sage of any one of the pending bilis for 
the re-enlistment of the negro soldiers 
of the Twenty-fifth regiment who were 
discharged without honor by| the Pres!- 
de Senator Frazier was a\member of 
the Committee on Military Affairs 
which investigated the Brownsville in- 
cident, his views being those of a South- 
erner who had an intimate knowledge 
of the negro race, 

Mr. Frazier said there was no question 
as to the guilt of the soldiers. He justi- 
fled the President in his discharge of the 
entire body of troops because of the 
impossibility of fixing the guilt upon 
particular soldiers. 

No More Negro Nomination. 

Speaking of the treatment of. the ne- 
sro by the people of the South, Mr. Fra- 
zier said: 

“I would not be entirely frank if I did 
not say, that upon certain phases of the 
Tace question, I, in common with the 
rest of the South, have stood and I be 
lieve will ever stand firm and unalter. 
Never again will the negro race 
be allowed to politically dominate and 
control a sovereign State of this Union.

Shall it be that the black race will he 
deported? If feasible it would remove 
the last remaining barrier to complete 
the unity of the American people. Sha!l! 
it be a race war, bloody; flerce, exter- 
mination—a war for the survival of the 
littest? God forbid. 

“Shall it be amalgarnation and the un- 
speakahle horror of a corrupted and in- 
ferior race? To allow it would be to de- 
stroy that civilization which is at once 
our strength and pride. Shall it be that 
the two races will dwell tegether, and 
yet apart, in peace and harmony? To 
do so, without the one race dominating 
anc ruling the other, would be to belie 
the universal verdict of racial history.”’

Judge Smith McPherson. Frank Hager- 
man, who opened the arguments for 
the railroads, declared that three com- 
panies have shown an actual loss in 
carrying passengers at 2 cents, while 
the returns from the other railways 
show profits of only 2% to 5 per cent. 

Stanford B. Ladd of Kansas City, who 
followed Mr. Hagerman, opening for the 
State, asserted that one road, the Bur- 
lington, whose officials. claimed it had 
lost $630,000 in its State freight business 
in 1904, had, as a matter of fact, shown 
a profit of about $850,000. 

Gov. Hadley, who had been active in 
these proceedings while Attorney-Gen- 
tral, will make the principal argument 
tor the State, possibly addressing the 
Court Thursday. Others who will take 
part in the arguments will be F. W. 
Lehman of St. Louis and John Kennish, 
Assistant Attorney-General, for the 
State, and the following attorneys for 
the railroads: Gardiner Lathrop, Chi- 
cago, for the Santa Fe; Milton A. 
Clardy, St. Louis, for the Missouri Pa- 
cifie, arid Judge ©. M. Spencer, St.

The Collimation Club, composed of en- 
gineers, held their monthly meeting in 
Cupples Hall at the university Tues- 
day night, and listened to a lecture by 
Prof. \ Culbertson. A luncheon was 
planned to await them tn the next room. 
But no Mother Hubbard cupboard was 
ever barer than the engineers found this 
banquet hall, for the architects, the nat- 
ural enemies of the engineers, had been 
there first, 

All the efforts of Prof, J. ‘LL. Van Or- 
num and Instructor E. O. Sweetser oz 
the engineering faculty to pacify the 
outraged Collimation Club were fruit- 
less, and the mob of hungry students 
made a rush for the architectural build- 
ing with the expostulating professors at 
their heels. 

Architects Were Surprised, 

The architects had not expected that 
the meeting of the engineers would be. 
finished until much later, and were 
caught red-handed, eating the stolen} 
food in their drawing room. “Rock” Ro+ 
denberg, AVI] Henger and “Yap” Skaer, 
all of the-W. U. basketball team, led the 
charge, and a pitched battle took place, 
in which all drawing tables, models, eas- 
els and canvases were overturned and| 
demolished. 

After a brief struggle the architects, 
who were outnumbered, were over-

A bill has been introduced in the Legislature of 
Nebraska requiring the sheets used in hotels to 
be nine feet long.

to tuck the covers in around snoozing legisla- 
tors is to be regarded with suspicions. It is 
‘doubtful if the sponsor of the proposed law has a 
sheet in his home that would measure three yards 
from end to end. The standard size of a mattress 
is 76 inches and the uswal sheet is 91 inches, 
which allows 15 inches to be divided as anchorage 
at each end. To make the sheet 108 inches long 
will merely add to the troubles of the chamber- 
maid without increasing the comfort of the guest.

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“‘FIFTY-YEAR MONOPOLY, 

The arguments the President of the United 
States has used in his veto of the proposed use 
of James River water power, ought to be care- 
fully considered at Jefferson City. He has made 
his argument against monopoly of water power in 
view of an expected demand for its use, soon to 
be beyond all precedent. 

At the same time he is proposing to grant 50- 
year franchise control of Missouri water power 
on unimproved streams, not now navigated, to 
franchise-holders licensed from Washington an‘1 
paying taxes on this use of Missouri power to the 
Federal treasury, into which Missouri and every 
other state in the country are now paying their 
own earnings on what are undeniably excessive 
tax rates. 

The water power of the James River as far as 
it is involved by the veto may be a small matter. 
But a 50-year system of monopoly of water power 
in Missouri by franchise-holders, licensed outside 
the State and paying special taxation on Mis- 
souri business outside the State, is not a small 
matter. It may become one of the greatest im- 
portance. There is no occasion for dispute over 
Federal and State rights. Common sense de- 
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imands system to secure the rights of all without

The issue now involved in the election of a United 
States Senator for Missouri is not that of the choice 
of United States senators by the people. That issue 
has been ruled out, and as a substitute for it, we have 
a s¥istem for suppressing popular choice. Beginning 
outside the law, in what is only extra-legal, it has 

ready shown itself lawless. It is showing its law- 
less purposes as the control of parties through the 
fraudulent use of legislative enactment. It is work- 
ing extra-legally with nothing to prevent the pro- 
posed control of pamty from becoming the lawless 
suppression of all party independence.

fF COURSE the desire of every 
C) woman of today is to be formed 

a la directoire, and if nature has 
not endowed you with the long, slender 
lines of this latest fashion it is: neces- 
sary to begin at once to remodel your 
unfashionable figure.
